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190 GENERAL LAWS
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. That the following surms of money, or so
much thereof as may be necessary, be and the same are
hereby « appropriated out of any moneys in the state
treasury belonging to the general revenue fund not other-
wise appropriated for the general expenses of the state
government for the year one thousand eight hundred and
seventy, hereinafter specified, viz :

First—For executive contingent fund for state purposes
only, two thousand dollars ($2,000.)

Second—For postage, stationery and other incidental
expenses of the governor’s office, three hundred dollars
{$300.)

Third—For postage, stationery and other incidental
expenses of the secrciary of states office, three hundred
dollars ($300.)

Fourth—For postage, stationery and other incidental
expenses of the auditor’s office, four hundred dollars
($400.)

Fifth—Yor postage, stationery and incidental expenses
ot the treasurer's oflice, three hundred dollars ($300.)

Sixth—For postage, stationery and mileage and per
diem of the attoruey general in prosecuting offenders, as
allowed by law, one thousand dollars ($1,000.)

Seventh—VFor postage, stationery and other incidental
expenses of the supcrintendent of public instruction, five

Eighteenth—For furnishing paper necessary for public
printing, three thousund dolars ($3,000.)

Nineteenth—For tho payment of interest on state loans,
twenty-four thousand five hundred dollars ($24,500.)

Twentieth—For selecting, appraising and selling state
lands, two thousand dollars ($z 000.)

Twenty-first—For conveying convicts to state prison
and returning absconding criminals, two thousand five
hundred dollars ($2,500.)

Twenty-second—For fuel and lights for the legislature
and the several state oflices, twelve hundred dollars
($1,200.)

Twenty-third—For rent of state arsenal, four hundred
dollars ($400.)
